Embassy is 
hit in Beirut 


BEIRUT, May 24 (Agencies) — Fourteen 
persons, including French Embassy staff and 
Lebanese citizens were killed and 20 injured 
. Monday in a devastating car bomb explosion 
outs£de_the_embassy chancellery. 

Many of the injured were reported to have 
serious wounds from the blast, which set off 
50 Ml os of TNT, according to police. Among 
the killed were Lebanese queuing for visas at 
the chancellery. 

- The attack was the third on the embassy in 
Jess than 17 months, and the latest in a wave 
of attacks against French interests. The 
explosion occurred when a car driven by 
Anna Cosmidis, a French secretary in the 
embassy’s commercial service, entered the 
chancellery . gate, according to a military 
expert. Mrs. Cosmidis, who was killed 
• instantly, apparently did not know that her 
car contained explosives. 

A military expert said the bomb was deto- 
nated by remote control as the car entered 
the embassy compound. The explosion hur- 
tled it high into the air toward the embassy’s 
main entrance. The scene in the embassy 
courtyard was one of total carnage-bodies lay 
by burnt trees, the car was a blackened hulk, 
and there were glass and metal splinters and 
human flesh everywhere. 

The bomb damaged as far as the seventh 
floor of a building across the street. Storef- 
ronts were blown out, merchandise burned 
and sidewalks blackened by the blast. 

_ The dead included one of the 12 French 
paratroopers who have been guarding 
Ambassador Paul-Marc Henri since his pre- 
decessor, Louis Delamare, was slain by two 
gunmen last September. TSfo French dip- 
lomats were injured in Monday's explosion. 

Ambulances were rushing to the scene 45 
-minutes after^the blast, taking casualties to 
the nearby American Hospital. An anonym- 
ous telephone caller claiming to speak for the 
**A1 Jihad Al Mokadas”- Organization later 
-told the Agence France-Presse bureau here 
that it was responsible “for all explosions 
- which have already taken place, or will take 
place, to avenge the murder of its people in 
Tripoli (northern Lebanon) and in southern 
Beirut”. 

But j the caller did not say specifically 
whether the hitherto- unknown organization 
carried out Monday's explosion, and French 
officials said there had not yet been .any 
: determination of responsibility for.the act. At 
the embassy itself, the only comment was a 
' general expression of shock, in the absence of 
Ambassador Henri who is in Paris until Wed- 
nesday who later returned here. In Paris, the 
foreign ministry expressed "extreme emo- 
tion" at ‘‘this particularly odious criminal 
act.” 

French officials have said they believe 
there could be direct or indirect Syrian 
involvement in the past attacks launched in 
Beirut and Paris. Syria is believed to be angiy 
with French policy in the Lebanon and Presi- 
dent Francois Mitterrand’s moves to improve 
relations with Israel. 


BEIRUT, May 24 (Agencies) — Iran 
claimed Monday its forces have swarmed into 
the occupied port of Khorramshar recaptur- 
ing the city from the Iraqis and scoring Iran's 
biggest victory in the war. 

Iranian news agency Ima announced that 
foreign journalists were invited to travel to 
Iran to visit Khorramshar. The announce- 
ment, which appeared to give further weight 
to the claims that the city had been recap- 
tured, said journalists would be allowed to 
interview some of the estimated 40,000 pris- 
oners captured on the southern front. 

King welcomes 
Merghani 

RIYADH, May 24 (SPA) — King Khaled 
received here at his office Sheikh- Muham- 
mad Al Merghani, a leading Sudanese per- 
sonality. The meeting was attended by Pnnce 
Abdullah, second deputy premier and com- 
mander of the National Guard. Foreign 
Minister Prince Saud arrived in Damascus on 
an official visit. He was later received by Pres- 
ident Hafez Assad. 

Fahd to attend 
GCC anniversary 

RIYADH, May 24 (SPA) — Crown Prince 
Fahd will patronize celebrations marking the 
first anniversary of the Gulf Cooperation 
Council (GCC) organized by the council's 
general secretariat here, Tuesday. 

The ceremony will be attended by a 
number of princes, ministers and officials 
. from tbe Gulf states. 

Meanwhile, tbe GCC Secretary-General 
Abdullah Bishara in a pres statement expre- 
ssed happiness over Prince Fahcfs patronage 
of the anniversary which showed the King- 
dom's determination to boost and assist the 
council in carrying out its duties.

Argentina loses 7 planes 

British frigate set ablaze as fighting rages 


LONDON. May 24 (Agencies) — Argen- 
tine aircraft set a British frigate ablaze and 
damaged other warships but lost at least 
seven planes in fresh attacks on ships support- 
ing Britain’s Falkland Islands bridgehead, the 
Defense Ministry said Monday. 

• Seven hours after it first gave details of the 
biggest battle around (Ik islands since troops 
stormed ashore early on Friday* the ministry 
said one serviceman was killed arid five 
wounded on the frigate which was still afloat. 

'• .The crew were fighting a number of fires on 
the ship, which was not immediately named. 
Britain said its air. sea and ground forces shoi 
down at least sevenYArgemine planes, ax 
Mirages and one Skyhawk. The ministry said 
another Mirage and two Skyhawks were also 
probably destroyed: 

The ministry said the bridgehead was now 
firmly established" ashore. Defense positions 
around San Carlos, on the west coast of east 


Falkland, were secure and patrols were going 
out into the surrounding area. 

Correspondents with the' fleet estimate the 
number of British troops in the bridgehead at 
5,000. They have'now spent their third night 
ashore. The ministry said there had been no 
further reports of contact with Argentine 
ground forces. 

In Buenos Aires. Defense Minister 
Amadeo Frugoli said Monday that the Falk- 
land conflict could worsen and ‘become 
internationalized.' But the minister also said 
in an interview with a private radio station 
that he had no information on the Soviet 
Union supplying military supplies to Argen- 
tina. 

- Argentina says it has launched a major 
ground offensive to dislodge a British force 
.which gained a foothold on east Falkland 
island test Friday. 

Frueoli also said it would be very difficult 


for the British to consolidate and defend their 
position. “It. is one thing to land and another 
to consolidate and defend the position and 
this is very difficult because they have no way 
of re-supplying the troops,” he said. 

The independent news agency Noticias 
Argentines quoted a military spokesman as 
saying that Argentine forces were controlling 
the area around Port San Carlos in the 
northwest of tbe island where tbe British 
marines staged their landing. 

The spokesman said Argentine artillery 
was pounding British positions and prevent- 
ing the marines, who lacked logistical sup- 
port, from advancing. 

On Sunday, the official news agency Telam 
said Argentine Air Force planes seriously 
damaged two British warships and a large 
transport ship trying to unload military 
equipment on tbe San. Carlos beach. 


Iraq, however, said Monday its forces were 
fighting fierce battles there against the Ira- 
nian forces. The official Iraqi News Agencv, 
in a summary of a high command military 
communique, said fighting was continuing 
“up until the time this communique is being 
broadcast” and one unit of Iraqi troops was 
advancing against the Iranians. The summary 
of the communique made no mention of 
Iran’s statement that it had retaken the city. 

Khorramshar was the last strategic beach- 
head of the Iraqis held in Iran. They mar- 
shaled an estimated 30,000 to 45,000 troops 
there to defend it against I ranian offenses 
that started April 30. 

The government-run Iranian news agency, 
Ima, pushed out a blizzard of communiques 
saying 12,000 Iraqis surrendered during 
Monday's fighting alone. It said a mix of Ira- 
nian soldiers, revolutionary guards and gun- 
toting child warriors fought their way into 
Khorramshar from its western fringes and 
raised the Iranian flag just after midday. 

An announcer on Tehran's state radio 
excitedly issued a message of congratulations 
to the people of Khorramshar and the Iranian 
fighters there. While the radio burst forth 
with patriotic marital music. Ima said the 
battle for Khorramshar “left a glorious mark 
in the history of war” 

Iran conceded however there was still 
fierce srreet fighting in the city that is located 
on the Shatt AJ-Arab waterway 670 kins 
southwest of the Iranian capital. 

Ima claimed earlier 30,000 Iraqi troops 
surrendered after their commander was kil- 
led. The agency claimed Iranian forces were 
fully in control of all key buildings, including 
the railway station, customs house and the 
main mosque. 

There were no clear casualty figures for 
either side in Monday’s fighting. Ima said 
only that “vast numbers (of Iraqis) have so 
far been killed, wounded or captured.” The 
agency said that when the recapture of Khor- 
rarashar was announced in Tehran, hundreds 
of thousands of people swarmed on to the 
streets of the Iranian capital shouting victory 
slogans. 

Ima said Khorramshar had been in Iraqi 
hands for 578 days. It was captured after 
weeks of bloody hand-to-hand combat .and 
then flattened by months of artillery and air 

OPEC plans 
aid facility 

QUITO, May 24 (AFP) — The Organiza- 
tion of Petroleum Exporting Countries. 
(OPEC) may set up a special “compensatory 
facility" to assist members faring financial 
difficulties. OPEC sources disclosed here. 

The plan would aim at preventing financial 
squeezes as recently experienced by Nigeria 
and Ecuador, well placed sources said as 
OPEC oil ministers left here Sunday after the 
organization 1 5 semi-annual meeting. Based 
on a pooling of monetary assets, it would 
support member countries and offset acute 
shortfalls in their export earnings. 

Participants in the ministerial meeting said 
this would make individual OPEC countries 
less vulnerable to downward pressures on 
their crude oil prices. This in turn would help 
bolster O.PECs present price structure based 
on S34 a barrel for the marker crude, Ara- 
bian Light, they said. 

Besides serving as a “first line of defense", 
the proposed scheme could be a possible 
alternative to production cutbacks like those 
set by OPEC ministers artheir Vienna meet- 
ing last March, the sources said. Some mem- 
bers of the group feel production controls 
should be applied only if other measures do 
not work. 

The notion of a compensatory facility was 
first mooted in a report drawn up over two 
years ago by a ministerial committee chaired 
by Oil Minister Sheikh Ahmad Zaki Yamani, 
outlining an OPEC Long Term Strategy 
(LTS). 

It was not a new idea, one delegate noted, 
because it had been rried out when Saudi 
Arabia acted to ease the problems facing 
Nigeria and Ecuador.” Nigeria’s oil export 
earnings dropped dramatically last March 
when oil companies curtailed their purchases 
because of sharp price cuts for North Sea oil 
of comparable quality. 
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EEC extends curbs on Argentina 


BRUSSELS, May 24 (AP) — Eight Com- 
mon Market countries Monday renewed 
economic sanctions against Argentina for an 
indefinite period. 

Belgian Foreign Ministry spokesman Marc 
Geleyn said the derision was made at a meet- 
ing of Common Market foreign ministers at 
the request of British Foreign Secretary 
Francis Pym. Italy and Ireland, tbe other two 
members of tbe Common Market, declined 
ro join in the sanctions which were set to 
expire at midnight (2200 GMT) Monday, 
Geleyn added. 

All 10 Common Market countries imposed 
a one-month ban on imports from Argentina 
beginning April 17. When the ban expired 
last Monday, 8 countries renewed it for 
another week, with Ireland and Italy opting 
out. 

As they did last week, these two countries 
again promised dot to undermine the sanc- 
tions by buying larger-iban-normal quan- 


tities of Argentine goods and re-export them 
to their 8 Common Market nations. On 
Monday the measures were prolonged with- 
out an expiration date set. 

French Foreign Minister Claude Cheysson 
said the duration of tbe sanctions was left 
open in hopes that a peaceful settlement of 
the Falklands crisis could be found. “We 
hope it (the embargo) can be very short,” 
Cheysson told reporters, “We did it today 
very quickly.” 

In 1980, the last year for which complere 
figures are available, Argentina sent 25 per- 
cent of its exports to the Common Market. 
Argentina accounted for 0.7 percent of all 
Common Market imports in that year, or 
S2.4 billion. 

Pym said, “the United Kingdom will be 
extremely appreciative of the decision." 
Asked about the Italian and Irish absten- 
tions, he said: “They have political difficul- 
ties which 1 understand."

bombardment. Khorramshar is Iran's second 
largest port and commands Iraqi access to the 
Gulf. Iran said irs forces reached the Shart 
Al-Arab estuary that divides the two coun- 
tries in the first stage of the offensive Sunday.

“The people of Khorramshar and mem- 
bers of other forces stopped the enemy from 
capturing the city using the most simple 
arms,” lrna said. 

The lightning liberation of Khorramshar in 
a matter of hours Monday, as claimed by 


Iran, contrasts sharply with the month-long 
fierce house-to-house battle that preceded its 
capture by Iraq at the beginning of the war. 
The Iranian defenders put up such a ferocious 
resistance in September and October 1980. 
that after its fall, Iran renamed Khorramshar 
(city of happiness and green) to Khunishahr 
(city 1 of blood). 

The ferocity of the original battle was 
attested by Western newsmen taken on a tour 
of the captured city, soon after its fall, by the 
victorous Iraqi high command. Hardly a 
house in the sprawling city of 150,000 was 
left undamaged. Practically every building 
had at least one gaping shell hole in its 
exterior walls.

Iraq calls for Arab help 


BAGHDAD, May 24 (Agencies) — Iraq 
Monday welcomed Egyptian and Arab p* r 
ticiparion in the war against Iran. President 
Saddam Hussein told the Kuwaiti newspaper 
Al-Seyassah that “if the Egyptian array was 
to come to Baghdad, we would open the gate 
and say 'welcome’." “(Egyptian) President 
Hosni Mubarak should be encouraged to 
rejoin .Arab ranks. If he takes one step in an 
Arab direction, we will take two steps in his 
direction." 

“We will deal with Egypt without sen- 
sitivities or inferiority complexes," said Sad- 
dam. “We will not give Mubarak a can 
blanche. But we will support genuine pan- 
Arab action to be taken by him, and will 
object to any action he might take in other 
directions " 

Saddam said he recently sent a delegation 
to Cairo to ask Mubarak for weapons and 
“his response was prompt ... We paid for 
everything. Mubarak apologized for taking _ 


the money (for these weapons), basing his 
apology on the fact that his country's finan- 
cial circumstances were not so good,” Sad- 
dam told Al -Seyassah. 

The paper quoted tbe Iraqi leader as 
encouraging other Arab governments to 
facilitate Egypt's return to the Arab fold, 
stressing that “ the Arabs will be stronger with 
Egypt rather than without it.” Iraq, under 
Saddam, three years ago led most of the Arab 
world in a massive boycott of Egypt for con- 
cluding a peace treaty with Israel under U.S. 
sponsorship. 

There has been much talk at unofficial 
levels along the Gulf region about the even- 
tuality of an Egyptian participation in the 
19-mbnth-oId Gulf war on the Iraqi side. 
Diplomatic sources have categorically denied 
reports about Egyptian military units already 
taking pan in the Gulf war, however. Egyp- 
tian officials have been quoted as reassuring

Aramco gas utilization 
plant begins production 


ALKHOBAR, May 24 (AP) — The 
Arabian-Araerican Oil Company (Aramco) 
has started fuD-scale production at the Uth- 
maniyah gas plant, one of the largest in the 
world and a milestone in Saudi Arabia's plans 
for comprehensive utilization of natural 
gases. 

“The plant is a key pan of the master gas 
system project undertaken by Aramco for the 
government in 1975 to recover the gases pro- 
duced in association with crude oil," the 
com oan v said. 

The plant is designed to process 1.5 billion 
standard cubic feet (SCF) of sour gas and 
28,000 barrels of liquid hydrocarbons daily, 
and the planf s design output is 0.7 billion 
SCF of fuel gas 320,000 barrels of ethane 
plus natural liquefied gas and 1 ,200 tons of 
sulfur per day. 

'The Uthmaniyah plant, along with its sis- 
ter plant at Shedgum, is among the largest gas 
plants in the world. 

Plant Manager Ralph Cecchetti said 
mechanical construction of the plant got 
underway in April 1979, and the first train of 
processing equipment was started up last 
summer. The second train got on tracks in 


November the third train in February this 
year, and the fourth late last week. 

'•The gas and condensate processed at 
Uthamaniyah comes from 15 gas-oil 
separator plants (GOSPS) in the Ghawar and 
Harmaliyah oil fields" the company said. 
"The feed is sent to the plant through two sets 
of pipelines, one for the gas and one for the 
condensate." 

"The Uthmaniyah gas plant can lok for- 
ward not only to handling the input from 15 
onshore GOSPS linked to it. but also to pro- 
cessing gas from the offshore fields of Zuluf 
and Safaniya by 1985. 

"Meanwhile, some gas from the Southern 
area GOSPS and Abqaiq can be processed at 
either Shedgum or Uthmaniyah by way of a 
swingline ” the company said. 

“The swingline allows great flexibility bet- 
ween the plants in handling loads and is espe- 
cially important in maintaining production 
should a problem necessitate partial shut- 
down at one location," it added. 

It described the plant, “laid out on a mile- 
square lot on flat terrain " as "an imposing 
facility made up of miles of shining silver 
pipes, towers and vessels.”

■'required. “If it is not finished, the work will 
be commissioned to another national com- 
pany. Expenses will be deducted from the 
Arabian Cleanine Enterprises’ contract 
■ value,” the mayor said.

IDB funds $2, 4b projects 


JEDDAH, May 24 (SPA) — The Islamic 
Development Bank (IDB) has so far pro- 
vided a total of S2.4 billion to finance 
development projects in Islamic states since 
its inception in 1975. 

The Jeddah-based bank also had financed 
a total of 133 trade transactions valued at 
SI. 7 billion, according to an official XDB 
report released here Monday. The bank had 
extended 16 loans worth £76 milli on until the 
first half of this year to 1 5 banks in 14 Islamic 
states. 

The Bank has also opened a: special 
account for aid in the year 1980-81. It 
approved nine transactions existing $6.3 mil- 
lion in 1981-82. the report added; The IDB 
also has recently established an Islamic insti- 
tute for research and training, with a four 
million Islamic dinar budget. 

In 1980,' the bank started a deposits 
investment program in accordance with the 


Islamic Sharia. The reports noted that total 
deposits of the bank in 1 981 reached a figure 
of S49.9S million which ir said were allocated 
for financing foreign trade transactions. 

The IDB board of governors meeting, held 
in Khartoum last year, had called on the 
Isl ami c states to subscribe to the bank’s 
approved capital. The call was heeded by the 
Islamic Countries which had enabled the 
bank to raise its capital from 793 million to 
1.82 billion Islamic dinars. 

Meanwhile, the IDB has granted a $20 
million loan to Jordan to finance its purchase 
of crude oil. The loan agreement was signed 
in Istanbul Sunday by IDB President Dr. 
Ahmad Muhammad Ali and Jordanian 
Finance Minister Salem Masaadeh. 

. Ali and Masaadeh are in Istanbul to attend 
meetings of the Islamic Central Bank gover- 
nors organized by the Organization of the 
Islamic Conference.

MANAMA, May 24 (Agencies) — Kuwait 
ana the United Arab Emirates Monday 
severed diplomatic relations with Zaire 
because of the African state's decision to 
resume diplomatic relations with Israel, offi- 
cial sources said. 

Kuwait has a/so decided to break relations 
with Costa Rica because of its decision to 
transfer its Israeli embassy from Tel Aviv to 
occupied Jerusalem. A Kuwaiti Foreign 
Ministry source said the matter was examined 
by a cabinet meeting Sunday which author- 
ized the ministry to take the necessary meas- 
ures. 

A cabinet statement in Abu Dhabi, capital 
of the United Arab Emirates, said: '*The 
UAE while expressing deep regret and 
denunciation over Zaire's decision to resume 
diplomatic relations wirh Israel and open its 
embassy in occupied Jerusalem, reasserts 
that the Zaire move violates the resolutions 
adorned bv both the Oreanization of African 
Unity (OAU) and the 1977 Afro-Arab 
summit conference in which Zaire took part 
and pledged to adhere to" 

The reason for rupturing relations with the 


enemy still exist with the continued occupa- 
tion of Arab and Palestinian lands, and 
rejecting the Palestinian people’s rights for 
self-determination and establishing their 
independent state. It is regrettable that such a 
decision comes at a time when the Zionists 
escalate the repression against the inhabit- 
ants of Arab land and unveil their schemes to 
annex Arab territories. 

It also constitutes a setback to the Arab- 
Afriean solidarity to struggle against imperi- 
alism and racial discrimination in Africa, 
Palestine and occupied Arab territories. 

The decision is a challenge to the African 
and Arab people's will and their determina- 
tion to struggle against imperialism. It is also 
a flagrant violation to the United Nations 
resolutions. 

The UAE reiterates its adherence to the 
resolutions of the Arab League, the Organ- 
ization of Islamic Conference and the U.N. 
and views the Zaire government’s decision as 
a violation of all those resolutions.Tberefore. 
the UAE govern meni has derided to sever all 
diplomatic relations with Zaire as effective 
from May 24. 


Turkey threatens measures 


if Greece extends sea limit 


ANKARA. May 24 (R) — Turkey has 
warned Greece that it would take "all neces- 
sary measures" if Athens extended Greek 
territorial waters in the Aegean Sea. 

Foreign Affairs Minister liter Turkmen 
gave the warning in a statement apparently 
prompted by the United Nations Law of the 
Sea Treaty "which, if put into force, would 
allow countries to extend their territorial 
waters to 12 miles. 

Turkey was one of four countries which 
voted against the treaty' when it was provi- 
sionally adopted last month because of its 
possible implications in the Aegean. “1 pre- 
sume there are no doubts concerning our pol- 
icy in this matter," he said. “Turkey is deter- 
mined to take all necessary measures if con- 
fronted by a fait accompli by Greece..." 


He gave no details of what measures.Tur- 
key might take if Greece extended its territor- 
ial waters beyond the present six miles. Tur- 
key and Greece have long been in dispute 
over rights in the Aegean Sea where many of 
the thousands of Greek islands lie within 
miles of the Turkish coasL 
In another development, the Greek and 
Cypriot governments criticized Turkish 
Prune Minister Buiend UIusu s trip to the 
northern sector of Cyprus saying it violated 
Ltoited Nations resolutions on the island’s 
intercommunai problems. UIusus visit dealt 
mainly with the economic problems of the 
self-proclaimed Turkish federated state, 
which has been separated from the Cypriot 
government-controlled south since troops 
from the Turkish mainland invaded in 1974. 


Arafat, Zia discuss Mideast 


ISLAMABAD, May 24 (Agencies) — 
Palestine Liberation Organization (PLO) 
Chairman Yasser .Arafat discussed the Mid- 
dle East situation in formal talks here Mon- 
day with Pakistan President Muhammad Zia 
Ul-Haq. official sources said. 

The sources said the two leaders also dis- 
cussed the I ran- Iraq war but gave no details 
of the talks which were spread over more 
than three hours. Both Gen. Zia and Arafat 
are on a nine-member peace committee of 
the Organization of Islamic Conference. 

Gen. Zia and Arafat first held an exclusive 
meeting for an hour Sunday morning after 
which they were joined by their aidcsrArafat 
arrived here Sunday for a 24-hour visit, his 
first to Pakistan since Gen. Zia came to 
power in July 1977r- 

In a speech at a banquet given by President 
Zia Sunday night, Arafat said there were 
explosions throughout the Middle East. “The 
lran-lraq war must be stopped forthwith.... 
and the problems solved with fraternal 
understanding." he added. He said Islamic 
countries were passing through a difficult 
phase and they had to realize they must sit 


together to thrash out their problems through 
mutual cooperation. 

President Zia urged Islamic states to unite 
to solve their problems and assured Arafat of 
Pakistan’s unwavering support for the Pales- 
tinian cause. Israel* s annexation of the Golan 
Heights occupied from Syria, recent attacks 
on South Lebanon and air raids on Palesti- 
nian refugee camps had exposed Israel’s 
"expansionist designs.” he said, adding that 
Israeli policies posed a threat to world peace. 

Meanwhile, Khaled Fahoum, chairman of 
the Palestine National Council (parliament), 
arrived in Tokyo Monday for a week-long 
visit with Japanese lawmakers, government 
officials and opposition party leaders. 

Fahoum is scheduled to meet Foreign 
Minister Yoshio Sakurauchi Wednesday, a 
ministry official said. He was invited to 
Tokyo by the Japan-Palestine Friendship 
League of Parliamentarians. Fahoum is the 
second Palestinian leader to visit Japan since 
Arafat came to Tokyo last October on an 
unofficial visit. The PLO has an office in 
Tokyo but has no diplomatic relations with 
Japan.

HYDRA, Greece. May 24 (Agencies) —

Move for Egypt’s return opposed 


ALGIERS. May 24 (R) — New Algerian 
Foreign Minister Ahmad Taleb Ibrahimi told, 
a meeting of the Steadfastness Front Monday 
that it should reject moves to get Egypt back 
into the Arab fold. 

Ibrahimi was opening the ministerial meet- 
ing of the front, aimed at countering recent 
attempts at rapprochement between Egypt 
and Arab states. The front, which was set up 
after the late Egyptian President Anwar 
Sadat's visit to occupied Jerusalem, is made 
up of Algeria, Libya. South Yemen. Syria and 


the Palestine Liberation Organization 
(PLO). 


The four front slates were represented at 
Monday’s meeting by their foreign ministers 
while the head of PLO's political department, 
Farouk Kaddoumi attended. Ibrahim i’s 
remarks apparently referred to overtures 
made to Egypt by some states such as Jordan 
and Morocco since the Cairo government 
recovered the Sinai last month under its 
peace treaty with Israel.

ABU DHABI, May 24 (WAM) — A won- 
der animal believed to have been conceived 
of a male rabbit and female cat, in Ras A1 
Khaimah a few months ago is in good fettle 
and has found itself an enviable borne, 
reports the Gulf News, UAE newspaper. 

The birth of the rare animal took genetists 
by surprise and caused a flutter all roupd. The 
owner of the animal, the only surviving male 
in a litter of five sold it to AH Abdullah 
attached to the ministry of agriculture and 
fisheries. Abdullah in turn handed it over to 
the private farm of a noted animal lover in 
Dubai. 

According to the previous owner, there is 
every reason to believe that the mating had 
materialized in the form of the rare animal, 
since unfailingly the animal had betrayed 
physical features and behavior of both a cat 
and a rabbit. It eats grass, fish and meat and 
burrows a hole when it seeks privacy and 
refuge. 

The rare hybrid is domesticated and 
exudes affection in the manner of pets, mem- 
bers of the household stated. Despite the 
strong doubts about the survival of the ani- 
mal, it has grown bigger and doubled its 
weight. 

In spite of ample publicity given to the 
birth of the rare animal, it is surprising that 
there was no response from international 
bodies and animal welfare organizations. 


KINSHASA May 24 (R) — Ihe Organ- 
ization of African Unity (OAU) has warned 
Chad's provisional government it mil with- 
draw its peacekeeping force next month 
unless there is pxogress toward resolving the 
country’s long-running civil war. 

The Zaire news agency AZAP reported 
that the ultimatum was issued in Kinshasa 
Sunday at the end of an OAU meeting.

Menahem Begin's political credit in Israel is now 
almost totally exhausted — at least where it con- 
cerns his economic and social policies. If he has any 
card left, it is that of a military adventure outside, a 
card which has considerable power in Israel, at least 
in the short term. Without this card he is doomed to 
limp on with a one vote majority in parliament, and 
even that is not certain. 

The military adventure which has been on the 
cards is of course against the Palestinians in South 
Lebanon. In fact. Begin was all set to play that card 
early last April, and was prevented from doing so by 
direct pressure from the United States. But all the 
evidence is that he considered this no more than a 
tactical reversal which in no way alters his strategy, 
which is that of a strike in South Lebanon both to 
weaken the Palestine Liberation Organization and 
to gain political leeway at home. 

In the past two weeks, PLO sources were con- 
vinced that Begin was moving in this direction 
again, his grounds being that America was too busy 
with the Falklands crisis to react in time. This how- 
ever proved a miscalculation, and Washington 
moved again after warnings from the Lebanese 
government. 

This was before the last parliament confidence 
vote which brought home to Begin how far his 
credit has eroded, and how desperate his govern- 
ment is for an external diversion if it is to survive.

Afghan fighters keep Soviet troops on tenterhooks

PESHAWAR. Pakistan — 
The Land Rover roars to a halt outside the 
emergency entrance to the Red Cross hospital, and 
aides rush out to pick up a crudely bandaged man on 
a stretcher. He is still conscious — and eager to 
describe what happened. With a bloodied finger he 
traces the whirring pattern of the blades of a 
helicopter, then emits machine-gun noises while 
crooking his arm as if firing a weapon. 

“I was riding a camel, when they began firing at 
me from the helicopter.” he says later as a volunteer 
surgeon dispatched by the International Red Cross 
nl'Geneva prepares to'bperate — and amputate at 
least two of his fingers. “I was caught in the open. 
There was no place to.hide,” .. 

It is a typical tale -as the fighting between stub- 
born bands of Afghan freedom fighters and Soviet 
troops again picks up with the melting of the winter 
snows. With between five and 10 victims arriving 
every day, the hospital now has 100 patients and 
almost no beds left. They represent just a tiny por- 
tion. moreover of those wounded in the latest round 


of a struggle now raging sporadically all across 
Afghanistan. 

The spirit of the Afghan tribesmen is evident in 
visits to rear base camps — and in conversations 
with officials of at least seven major groups of free- 
dom fighters, or Mujahedeen, headquartered here. 
Typically, they daira to control almost the entire 
country outside the capital of Kabul and other 
major centers and say the Russians can only move 
in heavily armed convoys, defended by helicopters 
and jet aircraft. 

“We kill too many Russians,” says a smiling 
young Mujahedeen, surrounded by a score of other 
freedom fighters, in a tent at the entrance to a camp 
in .what is. called “tribal territory" — a frontier 
region theoretically governed by Pakistan but actu- 
ally beyond the rule of Pakistani authorities. “We 
have had two big battles and killed 25 of them and 
crushed a tank.” 

It is a routine claim, but probably not without 
truth. Foreign travelers inside Afghanistan confirm 
that Soviet troops remain in tight defensive garri- 
sons with little day-to-day control over the vast 


no-man’s- land through which .the Mujahedeen 
roam with impunity. * - 

The Mujahedeen at one camp m tribal territory 
point jubilantly to two Russian-made military 
trucks as “proof’ of their success in recent battles. 
They say they have captured alLtheir weapons,

Nonetheless, the Mujahedeen confess they can 
never“wm the war” as long as the Russians control 
the skies. “The Russian troops do not like to attack 
the Mujahedeen," says a commander of 60 men, '; 
Muhammad Nabi AhmedL “but their air force - 
bombards our villages. - ” GenefoDyeight aSxraft>/- 
mduding both MiGs and helicopter gunships, ! - 
escort Soviet convoys as they rumble down pock- 
marked highways to beleaguered garrison towns. 

Inevitably, Mujahedeen commanders plead for 
antiaircraft artillery weapons and missiles capable 
of denying the Soviet troops the' minimal protection 
they need to survive. “When we attack a convoy, 
they drop bombs onus,” says Ahmedi. “In this type 


of attack, we don’t have the ammunition to answer 
them.” 

American officials, who might be expected to 
sympathize with the plight of the Mujahedeen , offer 
no encouragement. Privately, they say that to pro- 
vide anti-aircraft weapons, even surreptitiously and 
in small quantities, would give the Russians the 
pretext they need , to escalate their effort in 

Afghanistan, which' they entered in December of 
■ 1979 after installing their own government.

Ghana’ s Rawlings seeks to gain time

ACCRA — 

There is tittle enough to buy in Ghana these days.' 
Flight Lt. Jerry John Rawlings is trying his best to 
buy time — by pointing to the troubles inherited 
from the former regime of President Hilla Limann. 

Since the Dec. 31 coup that brought Rawlings 
back to power for a second lime, the country has 
been run by a seven-member Provisional National 
Defense Council (PNDC). One of its members, 
Chris Atim, claimed recently that the Limann gov- 
ernment had faced a national debt of SI. 9 billion, 
but after two years in office had left a debt of S5 
billion — with tittle to show for it. 

All Ghanaians get the message: many of the old 
politicians were corrupt. But that is hardly news. 
The worry for Rawlings is how much longer blam- 
ing the past will subdue the angeT over present 
shortages. 

For the moment, the vast majority — the labor- 
ers, clerks, rural workers, teachers, nurses, students 
and the unemployed — are still buoyed up by their 
belief that this time“JJ" has made a genuine start in 
cleaning up Ghanaian life. “There is hardly any 
aspect of the economy which is free from corrup- 
tion." Rawlings said in his May Day address to the 
nation. "The parasites in our society are so 
degraded that they even steal from those who have 
no food.”

inner-tubes and tires have been singled out as blat- 
ant culprits. The women are incorrigible, or irrep- 
ressible, depending on one’ s point of view. Despite 
the severe penalties, they seem unwilling to operate 
within the new price controls. 

A Madam Laryea, who appeared before the 
Tema District Investigating Committee on May 6, 
was charged with illicitly receiving huge volumes of 
flour and realizing 280.QOO cedis (595,000) on 
every 300 bags, as against die official price of 
38.000 cedis (513,000). 

The women traders’ unwillingness to cooperate 
with the new authorities — thereby aggravating the 
shortage of goods — contrasts conspicuously with 
the young people’s revolutionary fervor. Accra's 
notoriously pot-holed - roads have, for example, 
been much improved by students who systemati- 
cally filled in the holes in a surge of support for the 
PNDC. 

There is much talk about the new justice, espe- 
cially among the young. “We, the poor, are now 
equal to the rich," 1 was told on several occasions. 
“We can stop anyone and question what he's doing, 
whereas before the revolution nobody cared about 
what we thought." 

Many politicians, government officials and 
businessmen have been arraigned aod made to 
account for the number and size of their bank bal- 
ances, their sources of income, details of their 
commercial operations. The anti -corruption drive 


is said to know no limits; no one is immune. 

Central to this new vigilance are the people’s 
defease committees (PDCs). They are grassroots 
organizations whose avowed purpose is to keep a 
sharp lookout for any signs of counter-revolution, 
mercenary movements and corruption. They also 
encourage productivity and discipline at work. The 
committees exist all over the country: along the 
borders to stop smuggling, in villages, towns, com- 
panies. banks, parastatals and at Accra' s Kotoka 
international airport. 

AH a company’s workers are entitled to join its 
PDC, but senior managers are specifically 
excluded. Even questionable price increases are 
regarded as a form of corruption, as in the case of 
opticians who raised their charges for eye-tests. 

The PDCs are claimed to provide a mechanism 
whereby the bumble and the dispossessed may 
enter the public arena and feel themselves to be 
involved in the nation’s politics and in its program 
of renewal. It wSl thus simultaneously be a process 
of democratization. 

“We take this opportunity again to assert the 
fundamental legitimacy of the PDCs in the revolu- 
tion,” Rawlings said on May 1. “A new legal 
framework is gradually being created in which foe 
PDCs have a most important role to play." 

Some observers do not share Rawlings’ views. 
“How can ignorant, untrained people decide what 
is good for the country?" a transport executive 
demanded. “Their lack of knowledge and technical 


experience is bound to make things worse than they 
already are.” He agreed that the committees were 
made up of semi-literate malcontents, dropouts 
from school and jobless hoodlums who were using 
their new-found importance to settle old scores and 
victimize people for their past loyalties. 

A network of bonds, and loyalties — chiefly 
through marriages — forms the true framework of 
Ghanaian society, even today, and any politico- 
economic analysis that doesn’t take account of it is 
bound to be simplistic and naive. It is, perhaps, what 
gave the people their ultimate strength and cohe- 
sion, but in modern terms, however, it cannot but be 
seen as a system of nepotism. 

In its drive to raise the political consciousness of 
the people, the PND.C will have to find a way of 
restructuring this psychology of short-cuts and 
rule-bending. Somehow, the compassion and 
mutual aid connoted by “my brother”, “my unde," 
“my grandfather" has to be -extended wholehear- 
tedly to “my neighbor’’, “ray work-mate,” "my 
fellow-countryman." (ONS)

BELGRADE — 

Changes in the leadership of the Yugoslav armed 
forces have focused attention on the role of the 
military in this Communist, nonaligned country and 
on its so-called hedgehog self-defense strategy. 

The changes, the result of a scheduled govern- 
ment reshuffle, brought no surprises, but were the 
first in the army since the death two years ago of . 
Marshal Tito who was president for life of both the 
sl ate and the ruling Communist Party as well as the 
supreme commander of the armed forces. 

Four senior posts in the armed forces went to 
officers who were Tito’s partisan commanders dur- 
ing the fight against Nazi Germany forces in World 
War II and also confidantes of the former Defense 
Minister Nikola Ljubidc. Geo. Ljubicic retired 
from the army to become president of the largest 
Yugoslav republic of Serbia earlier this month. 

Admiral Branko Mamula, 61, former chief-of- 
staff of the armed forces, became new defense 
minister. Generals Dane Petkovski, 60. Petar 
Gracanin, 59, and Asim Hodzic, 60, respectively 
took over the posts of deputy defense minister, 
chief-of-staff and undersecretary of defense. 

Marshal Tito often stressed that the main task of 
the Yugoslav army was to defend the country 
against foreign aggressors and to protect its internal 
Communist self-management system and its unity. 
But he also repeatedly underlined that the military 


was not a force outside and above society and must 
serve the people under the leadership of the Com- 
munist Party. 

Tito guided the development of a military 
strategy which envisages a mass resistance by the 
people to any aggressor. His successors, made no 
departure from these ideas. Recent meetings of top 
officials emphasized that the armed forces must act 
solely under the leadership and the guidance of foe 
Communist Party, clearly reflecting party concern 
about the army role following the Polish military 
takeover last December. 

Under the hedgehog strategy the 260,000-strong 
regular forces would aim at delaying a conventional 
assault long enough for the populace at large to 
mobilize for the kind of guerrilla warfare which 
inflicted heavy casualties on the Nazi fones m 
World War II. 

The rest of the defense forces are some 500,000 
reservists, 2.5 million-strong territorial units and 
some nine million people, almost half the 22 millioa 
population, who have been trained to use arms 
against an invader. 

The strategy is designed to convince any would- 
be invader that the chances of occupying and sub- 
jugating Yugoslavia are virtually riiL To emphasize 
this, the Yugoslav constitution prohibits any indi- 
vidual or institution surrendering. 

Yugoslav officials say they could raise two million 
armed citizens within hours of an attack, and 
another four million within a few days. They would 


get arms, immumtion and supplies from dumps 
around the country. 

Western military experts here consider the offi- 
cial estimates to be exaggerated, bat agree that 
Yugoslavia could mobilize faster than most other 
countries. 

Prompted by its nonaligned stance, its military 
strategy and fears of having to depend on outside 
supplies in time of war, Yugoslavia has developed 
its own arms production and has become the major 
arms exporter among nonaligned countries. 

The Yugoslav military industry now produces 
about 80 percent of foe aims needed by the coun- 
try’s forces. It makes and exports militar y equip- 
ment ranging from parachutes and small aims to 
submarines and jet fighters. Military leaders have 
said that arms sales account for more than a quarter 
of Yugoslav exports to developing countries. Judg- 
ing by official export figures, these sales now earn at 
leas $350 to 5400 million annually. 

Yugoslavia relies mainly on the Soviet Unionand 
partly on the West for advanced weapons such as 
electronics systems and some missiles. Suppliers 
from the West include Britain, Switzerland, the 
United States, France and Sweden, acco rding to 
military sources. 

“We buy on the market. This sometimes results 
in a diversity of equipment and increased costs, but 
we do it purposely -because we do not -want go 
depend on any country " the sources said. (R)

WARSAW, (R) — A radio detector van 
prowls through the streets, its scanner search- 
ing for the source of a clandestine radio 
tra nsm ission. A young boy dodges through 
back streets carrying a rifle as tall as he is, 
outwitting security forces with tanks, artillery 
and aircraft at their command. 

Such scenes have been the bread and but- 
ter of Polish tele vision in recent months 
under martial law. ' 

The authorities have sought to glorify not 
just the Polish army and its role the 

Germans in World War H but also the brave 
young resistance fighters of the underground. 

Since the start in May, when young people 
took to' the streets to demonstrate against 
martial law, the authorities may be regretting 
the instructive element in such films nr ■nrr 
than life it at stake and The longest war » 

modern Europe. 

While the official ne wspap ers and news 
bulletins try to portray the rebelling young- 
sters as the tools of extremists, the young 


appear to see an opportunity for emulating 
the heroic resistance role of their fathers and 
grandfathers. 

“Ah, here comes our nightly resistance les- 
son,” said one man in his early thirties when a 
World War n film came on television this 
week. He was only half joking. 

The street clashes which erupted in most 
Polish cities on May 3 and flared sporadically 
in later days grew from demonstrations 
involving people of all ages expressing sym- 
pathy whb the suspended Solidarity trade 
union. 

But young men of school or student age 
made up the bulk of those involved in running 
baffles with riot police, hurling back tear gas 
cannisters and cowering in doorways under 
the Mast of water cannon.

Poet faces jail for ‘ defaming Tito’

BELGRADE (LOS) — Two years after 
the death of President Tito, the Yugoslav 
Federal Court faces an important choice: 
should the legal system be used to protect 
his reputation or can people be left to write 
what they like about him? 

At the center of the dispute is a young 
poet, Gojka Djogo, whose book Vukm 
Vremema (‘Woollen Times’) could cost him 
12 months in prison. ' 

The book was published ayear ago. Since 
then he has ^)ent five days in court appear- 
ances and several weeks under detention. 

Djogo has now emerged with a one-year 
prison term for offending Tito as 
commander-in-chief 'and president of the 


Republic. But he remains free while the 
court reviews the sentence. 

In a 23-page appeal, Djogb’s lawyer is 
reported to argue that his client could not 
possibly be guilty because the book was 
published a year after TSto’s death, when 
the function of commander-in-chief and 
president no longer existed. 


All the rights and duties of those two 
functions are now vested in a collective 
presidency. 

Never before has Yugoslav law been used 
to protect dead - or disgraced — national 
leaders. Former presidents or vice- 
presidents of the Federal Assembly could 
not invoke it, such as the purged Mflovan 
Djflas and AJeksander Rankovic. Mflovan 
Djibs was in fact subjected to withering 
public attacks for more than a quarter of a 
century. Even in the days of royalist Yugos- 
lavia ticking could not expect protection as 
bead of state once dead and buried. 

' Issue has been taken also with the sugges- 
tion by a leading official that the name of 
Tito be protected as a national symbol. This 
would be exceeding the constitution, a lead- 
ing lawyer has argued. 

The appeal was drafted by the country’s 
leading defender of those on political 
charges, Srdja Popovic. No one is willing to 
predict bow long the appeal will take to be 
heard, but technically Djogo could be sent 
tqjprison immediately.

Up to now resistance to martial law has 
been almost completely now-violent, 
although there have been some isolated inci- 
dents. — 

The underground has concentrated on 
building up a communications network whh 
crudely printed bulletins. Since early April a 
clandestine Radio Solidarity has also made 
broadcasts in the capital but most of them 
have been jammed or drowned out 

The authorities in Warsaw showed they 
recognized the special role played by young 
people in underground Solidarity resistance 
efforts by imposing an evening curfew at 9 
pjn. for people aged 18 and under. The regu- 
lar curfew stalls at midnight 

Frustrated by economic and soda! depriva- 
tion — Poland’s chronic housing shortage 
makes home conditions cramped and stifling 
— and fired by a sense of youthful adventure, 
young people responded readily to Solidar- 
ity. 

For many of them there is not much else to 
do in the evening except watch television.

Controversy surrounds $48m movie, 
its release date remains uncertain

HOLLYWOOD (LAT) — Inchon has 
been a movie mystery. It took three years and 
an imposing 548 million to make, including 
more than $5 million in salaries for its starry 
cast. But the film has never been released and 
rumors continue to surface about controver- 
sies. 

It had its premiere in Washington, D.C, a 
year ago, and only now, with another pre- 
miere at foe Cannes F3m Festival in Fiance, 
some of the key pieces of the puzzle can be 
put into place. 

Many of the pieces were supplied by the 
producer, Mitsuharu Ishii, who, in a series of 
interviews in Los Angeles, acknowledged for 
the first time that a church supplied virtually 
all the $48 million. 

Ishii said the money was guaranteed by the 
church with the promise that whatever, 
financing was needed would be forthcoming. 

A church credit in turn caused the U.S. 
Department of Defense, which supplied 
troops and equipment at cost for Inchon to 
ask that the department's credit be stricken 
from the film, which was shot mostly in South 
Korea. 


The movie depicts the 1950 surprise 
amphibious landing of American forces of 
the United Nations Command under Gen. 
Douglas MaCarthur (played by olivier) on 
the northern coast of South Korea. It gener- 
ally is considered the key battle of foe Korean 
war. 

Interviews were conducted with a variety 
of people associated with the film, although 
not everyone was candid. The church, claim- 
ing h has no involvement in the production, 
referred all inquiries to Ishii. Director Ter- 
ence Young and star Jacqueline Bisset did 
not return phone calls. Several other cast and 
crew members declined to discuss the picture, 
citing possible fear of retribution. 

Ishifs Hollywood attorney, Greg Bautzer, 
said when contacted that he does not care 
where the money for Inchon came from: “I 
don’t care whether if s a church project...” 
Bautzer said. “The fflm shows America in the 
best possible ligh t. It’s 100 percent factual in 
showing the magnificence of the American 
fighting forces.” 

Several crew members said they would not 
have woriced on Jncken had they been 
informed of church involvement from the 
onset of the project, a fact they claim Ishii

The American Library Association stars 
the number of books being challenged tor 
one reason or another tripled in 1981.

Dear Dr. Steincrohm It's natural to look for excuses to put off a visit 
to the doctor. I think the usual reason is anxiety about what the doctor 
will say. Is it serious? Will the treatment be painful? 

For example, consider my problem. Until a few months ago I 
considered myself an unusually healthy human being. Atthe age or 46, 
I had no symptoms until one morning I passed bloody urine. 

It was not painful. By the end of the day. it had cleared up. I was 
disturbed, but explained it to myself as a temporary cold in the 
bladder. I decided it wasn't important enough for me to visit my 
doctor. Nevertheless. I worried. 

But a week ago the bleeding returned. This time it lasted for two 
days. 1 made an appointment. Examination by a urologist revealed 
that I had a stone in my bladder. He removed ft through a tube. The 
rest of the examination was negative. 

What a relief! If I had seen him earlier 1 would have saved myself 
two months of unnecessary worry. I'm writing this to help any other of 
your readers who are procrastinating at this moment. — Mrs. K. 

Dear Mrs. Our guess is that hundreds of thousands of .Ameri- 
cans are at this moment concerned about their health — unnecessar- 
ily. 

Here is a man with a pimple on the side of his nose. It persists. He 
has read that any lump that doesn’t go away may be cancer. He’s 
afraid to learn 4he truth. 

So he suffers for months, thinking he has cancer. Not until fear at 
last convinces him to see his doctor does he make an appointment. 

Happily, he learns rhat rhe little lump is benign and can be 
removed without complications. As in vour instance. Mrs. K.. what a 
relief! ’ * 

A man lives in fear of having angina. Months later he learns that 
the gas under his chest is really gas and not due to a coronary heart 
disease. (What a relief!) 

I could mention scores of examples which indicate that procrasti- 
nation causes unnecessary concern and actual fear. 

The point we’re trying to make is this: When symptoms cause 
concent, don’t let procrastination ruin your daily existence. The 
earlier you discover the cause the better. But happily, the doctor’ s 
verdict will not invariably be that you are seriously ill. One way or 
another you will feci relief.

(Replies to and from readers ) 

For Mr. VV-- You say you have had every conceivable X ray 
examination and other test to determine the reasoa for your low back 
pain. No orthopedist has been able to offer any relief. Exercises 
haven't helped either. It’s only a long shot I recall Several instances 
in which inequality in length of the legs was the chief factor in causing 
the distress. 

Have the orthopedists measured your leg length? One patient 1 
refer to had a difference in length of about one-half inch. After 
wearing a heel lift, his pain disappeared within days. 

This is only a long-shot guess, but sometimes long shots come in. 
So why not ask your doctor if this might not be a factor in your back 
problem. 

Dear Dr. Steincrohn : After complete study my doctors tell me my 
trouble is chronic anxiety. They have prescribed antidepressants 
which have helped a little. Are there other ways to help one out of this 
distressing illness ? — Mrs. G. 

Dear Mrs. G.: Years ago all we could do for patients like yourself is 
pat you on the back and prescribe phenobarbetal to calm you. Mod- 
em medicine offers newer and more effective methods to fight anxi- 
ety. 

Here is a partial list: relaxation techniques; biofeedback; muscle 
relaxation: exercise; transcendental meditation; systematic desensit- 
ization. 

There’s a method called forced immersion. In this, the patient is 
temporarily overwhelmed by being confronted with his fears. For 
example, being forced to go outside even though he/she suffers from 
agoraphobia. 

Group therapy may also be helpful. So may beta blockers be used 
as an anti-anxiety drug. 

• * * • . 

For Mrs. J.: Yes. it’s true. A person is more likely to become 
hypertensive if there's a history of it in the immediate family. 

The fact that your brother and father have high blood pressure is 
reason enough for you to lose excess weight and quit smoking. Why- 
invite trouble that you may prevent by early warning?

Computer aids blind students

LONDON, (LPS) —Blind students at Bri- 
tain's Open University now have access to 
micro-computers with a speech synthesizer 
replacing the more usual visual display unit. 
Although speech synthesizers have been used 
elsewhere for some time, this is believed to be 
the .first low-cost system — produced to a 
target price of £700, compared with £5.000 
for the cheapest system using speech synth- 
esis. 

Dr. Tom Vincent, a lecturer at the Open 
University’s regional office in Manchester, 
north-west England, has been working on 
computer-assisted support for blind students 
for the past two years. He used commercially 
available hardware, concentrating resources 
on -the modification of existing software to 
provide all output through synthetic speech. 

“We have designed- and written all our 
computer programs and put most of our 
resources into that because the programs can 
be made cheaper by copying them for many 
users,” explained Dr.^ Vincent. The synthes- 
izer has its own distinctive accent which a user 
finds difficult on first hearing but with around 
100 percent reproduction, the user quickly 
becomes attuned to it .. • 

Because keyboard errors may be high 


when used by blind people. Dr. Vincent 
developed a grogram which invalidates all 
keys except Y and N where a yes or no answer 
is required. The programs are also variable to 
suit the novice and the faster typist. A timing 
subroutine checks the rate of typing; if it is 
below the pre-set rate each character is 
spoken; above the rate and the speech is sup- 
pressed until feedback is required. 

Information retrieval is also possible with 
this system. Information about all the Open 
University courses, supplied to sighted stu- 
dents in char t form, is now available to the 
visually handicapped through the system. 

Dr. Vincent is now working on other ways 
of making life easier for blind students. He is 
developing an interface, using a brailler and 
speech synthesizer linked to a micro- 
computer. The student can type in work in 
braille which is translated into language by 
the speech synthesizer and which can then be 
printed in braille and characters. At the 
moment the system can only handle basic 
braille but Dr. Vincent is still working on it 
and students will start to use it in June. 

He has received a £25,000 government 
grant to develop the use of speech synthesiz- 
ers in conjunction with the British Broadcast- 
ing Corporation's micro-computer for use in 
schools and colleges for the blind.

China is not ready to normalize relations with' 
ilsSoviet rival noting Soviet troops remain in 
Afghanistan. 

But some diplomatic fources have specu- 
lated that the Soviet Union may remove a

JAKARTA. May 24 (AFP) — Indonesia 
has opposed the nomination of Morton 
Abramowitz as U.S. ambassador to Jakarta 
because of unfavorable reports on him sup- 
plied by U.S. intelligence agents, reliable 
sources said here Monday. 

They said the reports described 
Abramowitz, 49, as a “lone cowboy” who 
kept in contact with Thai opposition leaders 
while serving as U.S. ambassador to Thailand 
from June 1978 to July 1981. This informa- 
tion reportedly was worrisome to Indonesian 
leaders trying to minimize their own opposi- 
tion. 

The U.S. press had stressed Abramowitz’ 
Jewish faith in reporting that Indonesia, had 
not responded to a six-month-old U.S. 
request to confirm his appointment. But the 
sources here said that it was Abramowitz’ 
past that prompted the government of Presi- 
dent Suharto to withhold confirmation. 

Washington was expected to withdraw 
Abramowitz and propose another candidate, 
sources said here. The sources added that the 
United States apparently did not understand 
thar Abramowitz was seen here as too liberal 
and independent during his Bangkok days. 
They said he kept close contact with Thai 
opposition members despite the advice of 
local officials of the U.S. Central Intelligence 
Agency (CIA). 

Indonesia secret service officials, who 
wield considerable influence with leaders 
here, received unfavorable accounts of 
Abramowitz' activities from their U.S. coun- 
terparts, the sources said. They added that 
the CIA re pons were confirmed by 
Indonesia's ambassador to Thailand, Hasan 
Habib. 

The Indonesian envoy reportedly returned

WASHINGTON. May 24 ( R) — Two 
active volcanoes have been discovered on 
the little explored east side of the Antarc- 
tic peninsula, the National Science Foun- 
dation (NSF) said Sunday. 

The private educational and research 
organization said the volcanoes were 
found in March by Dr. Oscar Gonzalez- 
Ferran. a geologist and teacher at the Uni- 
versity of Chile in Santiago. “The vol- 
canoes have erupted so recently that vol- 
canic debris still covers a large area of the 
adjacent Larsen ice shelf.” the report said. 

The volcanoes, discovered while Dr. 
Gonzalez- Ferran was doing a geophysical 
survey of the region by helicopter, bring to 
five the total number of known active vol- 
canoes in the icy region at the bottom of 
the earth. The small, low cones of basalt 
are located 210 kms and 2h(J km* east of 
Palmer station, a scientific research base 
operated by the NSF on Anders Island. 

The highest and most studied volcano in 
the Antarctic is 4.300-meter Mount 
Erebus in sight ol' McMurdo station, the 
principal U.S. scientific base on the conti- 
nent. The other two are Mount Mel-

The theme of Antonioni's new film has all.... 
the hallmarksof his former works — the same 
failure of communication between people, 
the same loneliness, the same anguish.

There is superb camera work — anguish is 
symbolized by a white stone staircase and 
loneliness with people who have lost their 
way in snow or the mists of Venice.

SEOUL. May 24 (R) — A twice-divorced 
woman moneylender and her ex-intelligence 
agent third husband have rocked the South 
Korean economy, embarrassed the president 
and forced a major reshuffle of the cabinet. 

Attractive Mrs. Chang Yong-Ja, 37. and 
her husband, ex-deputy chief of the Korean 
Central Intelligence Agency (KC1A) Lee 
Chol-Hi, 58, claimed connections in high 
places and, acting as moneylenders, amassed 
nearly 51 billion in two years. 

Their financial empire began to crumble 
when they began discounting promissory 
notes held as collateral to generate cash to 
meet losses on share dealing. The dishonor- 
ing of bills by banks caused a collapse of stock 
prices, dried up funds on the unofficial kerb 
loan market and forced several companies to 
the brink of bankruptcy. 

The authorities charged them initially with 
foreign exchange offenses but as more details 
were" extracted during interrogation they 
were further charged with fraud. The most 
stratling revelation was their bribery of a rela- 
tive of "President Chun Doo Hwan. 

The prosecutor said the couple had given 
$138,000 as bribe to a former array general, 
Lee Kyu-Kwang. to use his good offices to 
persuade government to license certain fore- 
ign banks" to set up joint ventures in South 
Korea.

* May 24 (R) — TheFederal 
Reserve Board has relaxed its grip over the 
growtt of bank reserves, and its action could 
Contribute to a fall in interest rates which may 
last for several months, economists say. 

- die fell could be limited or reversed if 
money supply shows greater than moderate 
growth, if worries about government borrow- 
ing persist and if the economy grows too fast 
or too slowly. The economists say the Fed’s 
easier policy stance is evident from declines 
m net borrowed reserves in the past few 
weeks. 

Last week, the Fed aggressively added 
reserves to the banking system. Market anal- 
ysts said it did this partly to calm markets 
after a dealing firm, Diysdale government 
securities, failed to pay large amounts of 
interest accrued on borrowed securities.

Iran barters oil to camouflage real price 

BEIRUT, May 24 (AP) — Iran’s gov- 
ernment, looking for a quick fix to rescue its 
war-shattered economy, has signed a series 
of trade agreements fa which Iranian oil is 
bartered for expensive imported goods. 

The barter deals, according to economists 
here, have the advantage of concealing the 
real price of oil Iran is offering to countries 
like Syria, Turkey, Greece, P akistan , 

Uruguay and Nicaragua. 

Western diplomats say Iran has sold its ofl 
for as little as $25 a barrel under these trade 
pacts even though the benchmark price set 
by the Organization of Petroleum Export- 
ing Countries (OPEC) is S34. “You could 
say they are horse- trading and they are 
pretty good at it,” a Turkish busi n ess m an in 
Tehran said recently. 


Iran has been exchanging its ofl for pet- 
rochemicals. phosphates, meat, coffee, 
sugar, cigarettes, gram, rice, livestock and 
steel products. Importing these products 
harf been draining Iran's dwindfing foreign 
exchange before the barter agreements 


began early this year. 

One Middle East ofl expert, who declined 

to be identified, desafoed the barter deals 


as a temporary expedient that was “risky” 
in the long term since the trend was toward 
a hardening of die market and an eventual 
increase in oil prices. 

White many other ofl exporting countries 
are having trouble marketing their oil 
because of -the current glut, Iran has 
boosted its production to about 13 nuflion 
to two milli on barrds daily — more than 
double the 700,000 bands a day befog 
exported only six months, ago, he said. 
“Traditionally, barter deals have not been 
very successful. What you get is not always 
what you need and eventually the dal 
comes imstnrk I would prefer cash” said 
the oil expert. Iranian officials have 
rejected the idea they made the barter deals 
as a means of selling <al cheap. 

“We strongly deny that we are selling ofl 
at less than OPEC prices b e c a m e we accept 
the conditions of OPEC,” of which Iran isa 
member, Iran ofl mfatstry spokesman AH 
HooankxMt said in a telephone interview 
with the Associated Press in Burnt.

U.S. House set to battle budget

WASHINGTON, May 24 (R) —As finan- 
ce 1 markets watch anxiously, the battle to 
find a 1 983 budget to replace the one aban- 
doned by President Ronald Reagan shifts this 
week to the House of Representatives where 
the outcome is uncertain. 

After six days of debate, the Republican — 
dominated Senate on Friday passed its ver- 
sion of a budget calling for a $1 15.8 billion 
deficit. The vote was 49 to 43. 

But Democrats control the house and they 
have their own ideas involving less’ defense 
spending, higher taxes and fewer social prog- 
ram cuts than Reagan wants. 

Both Republicans and Democrats have a 
central goal — to reduce a 1983 deficit pro- 
jected as high as S 1 82 bQJion to somewhere 
around $100 billion. 

.Financial market experts say this is the 
level necessary to bring down high interest 
rates. A higher deficit would prolong 
world-wide recession, they add. 

Reagan backed the Senate version, but his 
Republican Party colleagues in the house say 

it is unacceptable. 

His own plan, renounced months ago, 
sought to boost-defense spending and cut 
taxes with a deficit and with cuts in other 
government spending which proved unac- 
ceptable to Congress. 

The president has not supported publicly 
any of the seven budget proposals competing 
for a majority in the bouse. House Republi- 
can leader Bob Michel of Illinois told repor- 
ters privately that Reagan preferred a 
Michel-backed plan, but did not want to lock 
himself into endorsing it in order to keep the 


door open for compromises. 

Of the seven plans only three are consi- 
dered front runners. One has been worked 
out by the budget committee under its chair- 
man. Democrat James Jones of Oklahoma, 
calling for a $110 billion deficit. 

Another, pushed by the Republican lead- 
ership with 'support from some southern 
Democratic conservatives — the so-called 
“BoD Weevils’ — - also proposes a $1 1 0 billion 
• deficit. 

A third plan, he 1 sleeper’ of the group, was 
framed by about a dozen middle-of-the-road 
Democrats and moderate Republicans who 
dislike features of both other plans. This 
would cut the deficit to $104 billion. 

Although the deficits are in the 
range, the ways of arriving at the figures are. 
very different. 


The Jones and the moderate 
Democratic-Republican plans call for more 
taxes, less defense spending, and fewer social 
spending cuts than the^BoU WeeviPproposal. 

AH parties agree no plan yet has a majority. 
Legislators concede it is conceivable that no 
competing proposal wffl win. If so, they plan 
to return to the budget drafting tables. 

But they admit that if this proves to be the 
case, the financial markets could panic and 
push interest rates even higher with greater 
uncertainty about the economic future. In 
that case, Reagan aides have said other steps 
could be taken to meet this eventuality but 
they win not reveal their trump cards. If a 
house plan is adopted by the end of the week, 
the next battleground will be in a conference 
committee of the house and Senate to seek a 
compromise between different bills.

PEKING, May 24 (R) — Communist 
China has sent a trade delegation to Moscow 
amid signals from both sides that they want to 
improve Sino-Soviet relations after two 
decades of hostility. 

A spokesman for the China Council for the 
Promotion of International Trade (CCPIT) 
said Monday the five-man delegation left for 
Moscow Sunday at the invitation of the 
Soviet Federation of Industry and Com- 
merce. 

The team, headed by CCPIT vice- 
chariman Zheng Hongye, would spend about 
two weeks in the Soviet Union and was 
expected to attend a light industrial fair in

Time running 
out , Britain 
warns Japan 

, LONDON, May 24 (R) — U.K. Trade 
Secretary Lord Cockfield said “Time is run- 
ning desperately short" for Japan to change 
its trading policies to avoid increasing protec- 
tionism. 

He made the remarks in a speech to a 
seminar organized by the Japanese news 
agency JUT Press. It was described by trade 
department officials as Britain’s strongest 
warning yet to Japan. 

“The decisions which now have lobe taken 
by Japan could be of fundamental impor- 
tance in deciding the future of the open trad- 
ing system.” Cockfield said. 

Meanwhile, the issue of Japan’s trade 
policies, including its failure to lift import 
barriers as desired by the United States and 
European Economic Community, will be 
taken up at the summit meeting of die world’s 
seven industrialized nations opening at Ver- 
sailles. France, on June 4. 

Japan has been enjoying for some years 
now massive trade surplus and this has led the 
U.S. and the EEC to mouDt pressure on 
Japan rev curb exports and ease imports. 
However, the first package announced by 
Japan to lift trade barriers has not met with 
their approval fully and the two have 
demanded Japan to make further conces- 
sions.

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Dollar opens on weak note

JEDDAH, May 24 — The American cur- 
rency opened slightly weaker against the 
major world currencies Monday in the 
European bourses. Eurodollar deposit 
levels remained relatively stable, however, 
and there were some slight increases in the 
shorter tenors. On the whole, European 
dealers described Monday’s activities as 
being moderate and cautious with the major 
bourses covering positions that had been 
run down over the European holiday 
weekend.. 

The $2.3 billion increase in the American 
weekly money supply figures announced 
Friday helped to keep Eurodollar deposits 
stable, talcing the one-month rate to 14 Vi 
percent from 14 Vi percent levels, while the 
one-year rose to 14 Vi percent from 14 Vb 
percent. 

In the short periods of week-fixed and 
two weeks, however. Eurodollar rates were 
still weak at around 14 to 13 % percent in 
interbank dealing. The money markets in 
Europe were also cautiously awaiting to see 
how the Federal Reserve Board would react 
Monday night following the sharp drop in 
“Fed fund" prime lending rates over the 
weekend to 1 3 V* percent levels from 1 4 % 
percent a week ago. 

Monday also saw some sharp selling 
activity on the bullion markets, taking gold 
sharply down to $329.50 levels at one stage 
before rallying to $331. Gold had closed at 
$338 levels in New York on Friday but the 


European markets saw some panicky sales 
of gold and profit-taking also added tothe 
confusion. Silver fell back by about 10 cents 
to trade at $6.56 on Monday with bullion 
dealers expecting some further falls in New 
York on Monday night. 

In the local markets, riyal rates continued 
to ease in the shorter tenors, taking week- 
fixed deposits to 12*6 percent while over- 
night funds dealt at nearer to 12 percent 
levels. Riyal deposit rates continued to 
show a flat yield curve with tenors of one- 
month to 12 months being quoted around 
12-1 2 Va percent and showing little change 
over Sunday's levels. 

Monday showed little activity with deal- 
ers in Jeddah pointing out that post-budget 
liquidity injections were now 'being felt by 
the markets and were one faaor in keeping 
riyal rates depressed at the moment. In the 
local exchanges, spot riyal/dollar rates 
opened around 3.4295-05 but went up to 
3.4300-10 by close of the session as some 
commercial demand crept in. 

In rhe European exchanges, the British 
pound — dubbed the "Falklands pound" by 
irreverent dealers due to the effects of the 
Falklands crisis on sterling — traded at 
1 .8070 levels. This compares favorably with 
1.80 in New York on Friday. 

In other exchange news the French franc 
bounded to 5.9500 while the Swiss franc 
was also stronger at 1.9560 levels. The yen 
was stable at 237/238 levels while the Ger- 
man mark was surprisingly unchanged at 
2.2980 levels from Friday's 2.3010. 


Islamic tie-ups vital, Evren tells 1DB 


ISTANBUL, May 24 (AP) — Govern- 
ment bankers and financial experts from' the 
world's richest and poorest. nations Monday 
opened talks on economic development in 
Muslim countries at the Islamic Develop- 
ment Bank's (IDB) annual governors' meet- 
ing. 

“The cooperation achieved among the 
Islamic countries constitutes an important 
faaor in the maintenance of regional and 
global security and its objectives have no hos- 
tile intent toward any nation or bloc," Tur- 
key’s chief of state Gen. Kenan Evren told 
delegates from 40 countries in his opening 
address at the Ataturk Cultural Center. 

Security for the two-day meeting was tight 
with armored vehicles and military police 
patrolling outside the center on Taksim 
square in the city’s modem business district. 

At the opening ceremony, the IDB gover- 
nors welcomed Sierra Leone as the bank's 
42nd member. But Egypt and Afghanistan, 
both currently under suspension, were not 
represented. “At this meeting the board of 
governors will review the bank's work over 
the past year and indicate broad directions 
for future activities,’’ a-press spokesman said : 

Official observers at the meeting said the 
governors would ’ discuss cooperation with 
international developments agencies includ- 
ing the U.N. Food and Agriculture Organiza- 
tion (FAO) and elect a new chairman. 

Founded six years ago by several Islamic 
states — Saudi Arabia, Libya, Kuwait and the 
United Arab Emirates ( UAE) — the bank's 
members also include several of the world's 
most underdeveloped nations which are not 
required to contribute capital. 

Member countries’ per capita annual 
income ranges from around $15,000 in 
Kuwait to about $180 in Bangladesh and the 
Comoro Islands in the Indian Ocean. 

“In the context of boosting economic and 
social progress in member states through pro- 
ject and foreign trade financing the bank has 
been emphasizing follow-up and diversifica- 
tion of its operations in the past year,” a 


delegation member said. 

Total financing approved by the IDB last 
year amounted to 507 million Islamic dinars 
($622.7 million), with increased allocations 
to industry and agro-industry rather than 
infrastructure projects, the bank's annual 
report said. 

The bank funded foreign trade operations 
in 17 member 1 countries to the tune of 392.2 
million Islamic dinars ($484.4 million) for. 
commodities and some industrial goods,' 
according to the report.

76ers end Celtics’ 
dreams of an encore 


BOSTON, May 24 (AP) — Andrew Toney 
and Julius Erving combined for 63 points as 
the Philadelphia 76ers avoided a repeat of 
last year’s playoff collapse by beating the 
Boston Celtics 120-106 Sunday in the 
Championship game of the NBA Eastern 
Conference playoffs.

They also got a great game from Caldwell 
Jones (10 reboun ds) on the boards. If Toney 
had an off game we probably would have 
won,” said Bjxd, who scored 20 points. 
Robert Parish led Boston with 23, and Kevin 
McHale had 20. 

Boston, foiled in its attempt for a 1 5th title, 
was the victim of its own mistakes as much as 
Philadelphia's accomplishments. The Celtics 
turned the ball over 22 times and connected 
on 43.8 percent of tbeir field goal attempts, 
both their second poorest performances of 
the series. “We’ve been in a lot of big games 
and I don't think we ever fundamentally 
played as poorly as far as our passing game.”

Red Star won 6-4 on 
aggregate after a 2-2 draw in the first-leg in 
Zagreb last Sunday. 


outcome. Liverpool won again in 1978 and 
1 981 with Nottingham Forest's two triumphs 
sandwiched in between. 

Villa's achievement in reaching the final in 
their first appearance in the competition is 
remarkable for after beating Valurof Iceland 
7-0 in the First round the luck of the draw did 
them few favors. They overcame Dynamo 
Berlin of East Germany, Soviet Champions 
Dynamo Kiev and Belgium's Anderlecht 
against the background of internal unrest at 
the club which saw the departure of manager 
Ron Saunders, the man who guided them to 
their first English League title for 71 years. 

Tony Barton, Saunders' long-time assis- 
tant took over, and under his~ canny rule. 
Villa, who finished in mid- table, were back to 
something resembling their best at the end of 
the domestic season. 

Say, Villa’s semifinal win over Anderlecht 
was marred by the behavior of a hooligan 
element among their supporters in the second 
leg in Brussels when 27 people were taken to 
hospital after clashes involving rival fans and 
police. Villa were fined 50.000 Swiss francs 
(325,600) by the European Football Union

Much of Villa's unexpected success in 
Europe is due to their mature — but inex- 
perienced — defence which conceded just 
one goal in the four matches away from 
home. Central defender Allan Evans, 25, is 
the only international in the back division 
having been capped once by Scotland. 

Evans, who has made a late bid to be 




included in Jock Stein's World Cup 22. forms 
an uncompromising barrier with 27-year-old 
compatriot Ken McNaughi. 

The midfield is a mixture of cunning, pro- 
vided by Dennis Mortimer and Gordon Cow- 
ans. and the aggression of Bremner. the man 
who will be given the task of marking Bayern 
star Breitner. 

The Villa attack is spearheaded by Eng- 
land World Cup hopefuls Peter Withe and 
winger Tony Morlev. who scored two stun- 
ning goals in East Berlin in the second round. 
But the main danger to Bayern could come 
from 2 1 -year-old striker Gary Shaw, who has 
the pace and speed of thought to perturb 
Bayern's moderate defense. 

The West Germans, however, who also 
relinquished their league title although they 
won the Cup. appear to have the edge in 
midfield and attack. If Breitner. a survivor 
from 1974, and international colleague 
Wolfgang Dremmler can shake off the 
determined Bremner. they should control the 
midfield in Rotterdam. 

But it is up front, where Bayern have the 
incomparable Karl-Heinz Rummenigge. 
European footballer of the year for the past 
two seasons, that the main difference bet- 
ween the rwo sides lies. Rummenigge is argu- 
ably the only world class striker in Europe at 
present although his tally of six goals to date 
in the competition is one less than partner 
Dieter Hoeness. If Rummenigge turns on the 
style the name “Bayern Munich'* is likely to 
be engraved on the famous trophy for a 
fourth time.

There is a school of thought, 
among many top players, that 
says an opening three 
notrump bid should not be 
founded only on a balanced 
hand containing 25 to 27 high- 
card points. Their theory is 
that such a bolding is so rare 
that it is virtually nonexistent, 
and that a three notrump 
opening should therefore be 
used preemptively to indicate 
a long and solid minor suit 
with very few high cards on 
the side. 

For example, take this deal 
from Victor Mollo's book “The 
Finer Arts of Bridge.” South 
starts the proceedings with a 
“gambling three notrump” 


bid. North realizes that part- 
ner’s long suit is diamonds ■: 
and that' a slam in diamonds 
can probably be made if North # ; 
is declarer. So he bids six ', 
diamonds. 

East, not vulnerable, elects *. 
to fight the vulnerable slam by ■ * 
bidding six hearts. Frustrated 
by this development. North- : 
decides to risk six notrump. : 
Everybody passes and West 
finds himself on lead. 

West, no green hand at the 
game, carefully considers his 
lead. He then chooses the six . 
of spades as his opening salvo! : 
It is hard to blame declarer - 
for playing low from dummy; 
from his viewpoint. West is Ear . 
more likely to have led away . 
from the queen of spades than : 
the ace. And so, declarer-; 
quickly goes down one. : 

How come that West is., 
smart enough to underlead an ' 
ace against a slam? The ;■ 
answer is easy enough. West ;■ 
reasons that North almost 
surely has a long and powerful 
minor suit of his own, and that 
the reason he did not bid six 
notrump originally, instead of 
six diamonds, was because he 
wanted to become declarer 
and guard against a spade 
lead though his king. 

West’s chief hope, therefore^ 
is that East has the queen o£ 
spades and that dummy will; 
appear with either the K-J ofe 
spades — or the king without 
the jack — and that declarer 
will misguess the situation.

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Severe blow to Sotelo government 

Socialists win in Andalusia 


SEVILLE. Spain. May 24 (Agencies) — 
Spain's opposition Socialists have won a 
major victory in elections in the poor south- 
ern region of Andalusia, dealing a severe 
blow to the centrist government party. 

Sunday’s defeat of the Union of the Demo- 
cratic Center (UCD), by the Socialists to 
their left and the Conservative Popular 
Alliance to their right, severely undermined 
the credibility of the ruling centrist partv, 
political analysts said. The Socialist Party 
(PSOE) won an unprecedented absolute 
majority with 66 seats in the first autonomous 
Andalusian parliament, taking 52.46 percent 
of the poll, according to official results. 

The new regional assembly has 109 mem- 
bers. It was the first time that any political 
parry had won an sbsolute majority in the 
series of national and regional elections 
which have accompanied Spain's transition 
from right-wing dictatorship to parliamen- 
tary democracy. The Conservative Popular 
Alliance confounded opinion polls by coming 
second with 17 seats and 17 percent of the 
poll, while the UCD trailed in third place with 
15 seats and 13.02 percent of the votes. 

The centrist party's share of the vote was 
slashed by more than half from the 1979 gen- 
eral election as its erstwhile supporters 
deserted in thousands to the popular alliance. 
The left-wing challenge from the Commun- 
ists and the nationalist Andalusian Socialist 
Party (PSA) failed. They picked up eight 
seats (S.54 percent of the vote) and three 
seats (5.39 percent of the vote), respectively. 

The route of the UCD could hardly have 
come at a more difficult time for Prime Minis- 
ter Leopoldo Catvo Sotelo. Spain is nerv- 
ously awaiting verdicts after a three-month 
court martial of 32 officers and a civilian 
accused of staging an abortive military coup 
last year. The government is also worried that 
Basque separatist guerrillas may launch new 
attacks on the security forces to coincide with 
the verdicts. 

International attention is focusing on Spain 
as hosts of next month's World Cup. which 
could tempt the guerrillas to try some spec- 
tacular attacks. The government is already 
wrestling with a series of tricky foreign policy 
problems, notably its plan to take Spain into 
NATO by early June and to complete sensi- 
tive negotiations on a new military agreement 
with the United States. 

The pro-NATO and Western European 


policy of the centrist administration, in power 
since 1977, has been complicated by the 
.Anglo -.Argentine dispute over the Falkland 
Islands. Spanish public opinion is strongly 
sympathetic toward Argentina, a former col- 
ony. and there is great suspicion of what 
many Spaniards see as the neo-colonialist 
stance of Britain, soon to be a NATO ally and 
European Common Market partner. 

The UCD's low score could force the ruling 
party into an ideological shift and some major 
changes within the leadership. The party may 
also decide to form an electoral alliance with 
the conservatives for the national legislative

Spanish plotters 9 trial ends 


MADRID, May 24 (AP) — The trial of 
32 military officers and one civilian accused 
of trying to overthrow Spain's civilian gov- 
ernment ended after three months Monday 
with shouts against the court and the expul- 
sion of one of the principal defendants. 

The president of the court martial 
ordered Lt. Col. Antonio Tejero who led a 
bloodless assault on parliament in the abor- 
tive coup attempt from the courtroom after 
he shouted insults against some of Spain's 
military commands. Families of some of 
accused officers also shouted insults at the 
tribunal of 15 generals and two vice admir- 
als weighing mountians of written and oral 
testimony since the trial began Feb. 9. 

Tejero faces 30 years maximum sentence 
if convicted for military rebellion. Lt. Col. 
Jaime Milans del Bosch, a much decorated 
Spanish civil war hero, and Maj. Gen. 
Alfonso Armada, former adviser to King 
Juan Carlos also face possible maximum 
prison terms in what is considered a test of 
the government's credibility since the Feb. 

. 23. 19S1 coup attempt 


Gen. Milans and Tejero led the defense 
argument suggesting that the king, also 
head of the armed forces and chief of staff; 
was involved in the coup attempt. Court 
sources said a verdict by the court was 
expected June 3. 

The families of the military men 
applauded the officers as they left the cour- 
troom amid shouts of “Long Live Spam/* a 
slogan used by rightists opposed to Spam’s 
civilian governments since the end of the 
Franco military rule in 1975. 

Tejero accused unnamed military com- 
manders of cowardice before Lt. Gen. 
Federico Gomez de Salazar ordered him 
expelled. The flamboyant officer of the 
paramilitary civil guard was convicted two 
years ago of a conspiracy to try to overthrow 
the government but was let off with a fight 
sentence and returned to duty. Tejero led 
288 civil guards into parliament at gunpoint 
and held the entire 350-member lower 
house and the cabinet hostage for 18 hours 
before surrendering after the king crushed 
the revolt by ordering troops to remain con- 
fined to barracks. 


Rivals stake claim in Indian state 


NEW DELHI. May 24 (R) — Devi Lai, 
opposition leader in India's northern state of 
Haryana. Monday brought a busload of 45 
assembly members into the state capital 
Chandigarh and staked his claim to form a 
government. 

Sunday. Bhajan Lai, of Prime Minister 
Indira Gandhf s Congress (I) Party, was hur- 
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riedly swom in as chief minister in Haryana 
despite the opposition claim, ‘‘that it could 
form a government He had produced a list of 
41 successful members in last week’ s regional 
elections and was given one month to prove 
he had a majority in the 90-seat assembly. 

But Monday Devi Lai of Lok Dal (masses 
party) confronted state Governor G.D. Tap- 
ase with his list of 45_names and denounced 
the governor’s action in swearing in Bhajan- 
Lai. 

The Lok Dal and its ally, the Bharatiya 
Janata Party (BJP) forced a stalemate in 
Haryana in last week's regional elections, 
winning 39 seats and being joined later by six 
independents. The Congress (I), which had 
been ruling Haryana, won 36 seats and was 
joined by five independents. 

Opposition politicians demanded that 
Bhajan Lai be dismissed and the new assem- 
bly summoned immediately to test the rela- 
tive strengths of the two sides. Hemvari Nan- 
dan Bahuguna, former petroleum minister 
and one-time supporter of Mrs. Gandhi, 
described the hasty action of the governor as 
a misuse of office and added that governors 
had become henchmen of Mrs. Gandhi’s 
party. 

Meanwhile, a 19-member United Front 
administration headed by Mrs. Gandhi's 
Congress (1) took office Monday in the 
southern Indian state of Kerala. Mrs. Gan- 
dhf s electoral alliance triumphed over a 
Marxist-led front in state elections in Kerala 
last week. The state, which has the highest 
literacy rate in India, was formerly a Com- 
munist stronghold. 

The Congress (I) lost to the Marxists in 
West Bengal state and is locked in a battle 
with the opposition to try ro form an administ- 
ration in Himachal Pradesfi state after failing 
to gain a clear majority. 

Mozambicans 
visiting Moscow 

MAPUTO. May 24 (R) — Mozambique' 
has sent a high-level delegation, including the 
country's top negotiator with the Soviet 
Union and the armed forces chief of staff, on 
a visit to Moscow. 

State radio said Marcelino dos Santos, 
economic policy secretary of the ruling Fre- 
limo Party, and Lt- Gen. Sebastiao Mabote, 
deputy defense minister and chief of staff, left 
for Moscow at the weekend. Dos Santos, No, 
2 in the Frelimo political bureau, was put in 
charge of cooperation with the Soviet Union 
in 19S0. 

The radio said Dos Santos was carrying a 
message for Soviet President Leonid Brezh- 
nev from President Samara Machel, but gave 
no indication of its contents. Machel is cur- 
rently on a tour of Nicaragua, Grenada, and 
Cuba. 

Another Mozambican delegation left Sun- 
day night for the United States. It is headed 
by Information Minister Jose Luis Cabaco, 
who will be meeting congressmen, business 
leaders and university teachers and students. 

The Soviet Union has been supplying arms 
to Frelimo since it began its war for indepen- 
dence from Portugal in 1964, and the inclu- 
sion of Gen. Mabote in the delegation to 
Moscow suggests that military affairs may be 
involved in the visit. Mozambique has come 
under increasing artack in recent days from 
anti-government forces which it says are 
based in South Africa. 

Most of its military aid still comes from the 
Soviet Union and its allies.

Britain this week despite 
the F alklands conflict, Vatican officials 
reported Monday /The pope may shorten the 
visit and skip meetings with British political 
leaders to stress th6“religious nature” of the 
jrip, said the officials, who asked not to be 
identified. 

The officials toldire porters that the prog- 
ram of the pope's six-day trip starting Friday 
is being rearranged to “suit the realities.” 
Asked if this meant the trip is definitely on, a 
Vatican official replied, “the trip has not 
been canceled.” 

. - Since the Falklands crisis erupted April 2, 
the pope carefully has avoided taking sides 
and taken extra steps to remain impartial. He 
calls the crisis “the conflict in the South 
Atlantic,” eschewing the names of the islands 
used by the Argentines (Malvinas) and the 
British (Falklands). John Paul would be the 
first pope ever to visit Britain.

Athens bans cars 
to fight pollution 

ATHENS, May 24 (R) —The Greek gov- 
ernment Monday ordered a total ban on pri- 
vate cars in the center of Athens and a factory 
ptoduction cut to deal with pollution caused 
by a poisonous cloud hanging over Athens for 
the last two days. Environment Minister 
Antonios Tritsis said the measures would 
continue for a day or two until the smog buil- 
dup was substantially reduced.
